FOREWORD 


While  no  obligation  rests  upon  the  present  generation  to  preserve 
their  family  record ,  we  do  know  that  from  the  days  when  we  were  able  to 
read  our  Commandments, we  were  taught  to  Honour  thy  Father  and  thy  Mother, 
that  the  days  may  be  long  upon  the  land  the  Lord  Thy  God  giveth  thee0 
In  Christian  families,  this  thought  has  been  so  inculcated  in  the  hearts 
and  minds  of  children  that  the  memory  of  their  parents  lingers  on  and 
becomes  a  continuous  chain  from  generation  to  generation.  This  allegiance 
can  be  rendered  no  more  effectively,  perhaps,  than  in  preserving  their 
record  and  good  name  in  a  work  of  this  nature. 

The  practice  of  keeping  a  family  record  is  supposed  to  be  quite  general, 
but  when  research  is  made  for  the  purpose  of  tracing  definitely  the  geneal¬ 
ogy  of  ones'  ancestors,  it  is  often  found  that  such  a  record  extends  only  to 
the  parents  or  grandparents,  and  in  many  instances  is  quite  incomplete. 

In  the  Autumn  of  19U8  an  effort  was  made  to  trace  the  descent  of  John 
Elzey,  merchant  of  Southampton,  England,  who  was  born  in  the  St.  Lawrence 
Parish,  and  died  in  England  in  the  year  1633 «  This  was  undertaken  as  a 
matter  of  personal  interest  and  information.  After  considerable  corres¬ 
pondence  with  various  members  of  different  branches,  requests  were  made  for 
the  publication  of  this  chronicle,  to  which  I  gladly  acceded,  and  thereupon 
entered  more  systematically  into  the  details  of  the  work  -  the  result  of 
which  is  now  before  the  reader.  • 

The  effort  to  produce  a  reliable  and  correct  record  has  consumed  much 
valuable  time,  study  and  immense  correspondence.  Perfection  in  work  is  not 
claimed.  Where  blanks  and  omissions  occur,  they  may  be  due  to  an  inability 
to  personally  procure  the  required  names  and  dates;  in  some  instances  to  a 
failure  on  the  part  of  others  to  furnish  the  information  requested;  and  in 
others  to  the  fact  that  many  families  had  become  so  scattered  during  the 
years  that  oftentimes  it  was  impossible  to  obtain  from  individual  members 
information  about  very  near  relatives. 

As  citizens  of  the  United  States,  we  content  ourselves  with  an  expres¬ 
sion  of  gratitude  of  the  Mother  Country  for  her  production  of  our  worthy 
Christian  ancestor.  The  Elzey  family  of  Eastern  Shore  of  Virginia,  Maryland 
and  Delaware  has  a  noteworthy  heritage.  It  is  an  American  heritage,  for  our 
ancestors  were  living  here  in  these  United  States  when  our  nation  was  born. 
In  the  still  more  distant  past,  we  find  definite  records  that  some,  at  least 
of  our  forefathers  came  to  America  in  the  early  and  middle  sixteen  hundreds, 
within  a  score  or  so  years  following  the  landing  of  the  Pilgrims. 

Our  heritage  records  generations  of  pioneers,  men  and  women  of  courage, 
industry  and  leadership.  It  took  all  of  these  qualities  to  contribute  so 
largely  and  successfully  to  the  peaceful  settlement  of  the  fertile  lands  of 
Eastern  Shore  of  Virginia,  Maryland  and  Delaware. 

Throughout  the  history- of  our  family,  we  do  know  that  they  were  success¬ 
ful  shipbuilders,  mariners,  planters  and  leaders  in  their  Church. 

As  one  of  their  descendants,  it  has  been  a  great  pleasure  and  satisfac¬ 
tion  to  me  to  collect  and  share  with  o,thers  this  chronicle,  and  I  hope  it 
will  be  of  some  service  as  a  means  of  preserving  certain  information  which 
might  otherwise  be  more  difficult  or  impossible  to  re-discover  in  the  course 
of  another  generation.

EXPULSION  OF  QUAKERS  FROM  VIRGINIA 

Ref:  History  of  Maryland. ..  .Scharf  -  Vol.  1,  P.  260. 

In  1660,  an  Act  of  the  Virginia  Assembly  expelling  the  Quakers  from 
that  Colony  under  severe  penalty,  compelled  them  to  seek  a  home  and 
refuge  in  Maryland.  The  persecuted  Quakers  of  the  Eastern  Shore  of 
Virginia  petitioned  Gov.  Calvert  to  afford  them  facilities  for  settling 
in  Maryland,  and  in  compliance  with  the  petition,  in  November  1661,  he 
summoned  Col.  Scarborough,  Randall  Re veil,  and  JOHN  ELZEY,  then  residents 
of  the  Eastern  Shore  of  Virginia,  to  grant  lands  on  the  Eastern  Shore  of 
Maryland  to  those  in  Virginia  who  wished  to  come,  with  their  families, 
into  Maryland.  On  the  2d  of  May  1662,  settlements  had  been  made  at 
Manokin  and  Annamessex.

"We  find  reference  to  JOHN  ELZEY  in  Northampton  Co.,  Va.  as  early  as 
1655/6,  On  Feb.  28,  1655/6,  the  Northampton  Court  granted  "JOHN  ELSIE  certif¬ 
icate  for  200  acres  of  land,  per  rights  viz;  'John  Elsye,  Arnold  Elsye,  Ann  Shaw, 

Dan  Micklcy. '  .....it  is  evident  that  JOHN  ELZEY  derived  descent  from  the  Elzeys 
of  Southampton,  England,  and  that  he  was  drawn  to  Northampton,  V a.,  through  re¬ 
lationship  with  Ralph  Barlowe  who  had  settled  there  at  an  early  date  and  had  be¬ 
come  prominent  in  the  affairs  of  that  county.  Records  prove  that  JOHN  ELZEY  was 
a  nephew  of  Ralph  Barlowe;  Barlowe  and  Elzey' s  father  having  been  half-brothers. 
Ralph  Barlowe  died  in  1652  naming  'JOHN  ELZEY,  my  kinsman,'  a  residuary  legatee 
and  executor.  Thus  it  was  that  John  Elzey  came  to  Northampton  Co.,  Va.,  where 
his  name  several  times  appears  in  the  records  with  the  designation  of  'Merchant.' 
John  Elzey  and  Sarah,  his  wife,  conveyed  lands  in  Northampton  County,  October, 

165 8 ,  and  in  Accomack  Co.,  in  October,  1663. 

"Lord  Baltimore  did  not  enlist  a  more  faithful  and  upright  officer  in  the 
eastern  shore  adventure  than  JOHN  ELZEY.  The  very  fact  of  Elzey' s  being  named 
a  member  of  the  original  'Commission,'  of  November  1661,  to  effect  the  settlement 
of  the  Manokin-Annemessex  area  is  evidence  of  his  ability.  Surpassing  this  quality 
of  ability,  however,  was  the  man's  spirit  of  loyalty  to  his  charge  in  guarding  the 
best  interests  of  both  the  settlers  and  the  Lord  Proprietor.  The  remaining  records 
of  the  transaction  of  affairs  in  the  Manokin-Annemessex  settlement  during  the  period 
of  its  establishment  give  every  evidence  of  ELZEY '5  able  conduct  in  office. 

For  the  commissions  naming  JOHN  ELZEY  as  a  commissioner  to  issue 
warrants  and  as  a  commissioner  of  the  Peace;  and  for  the  part  taken 
by  him  in  the  establishment  of  the  settlement  see  Chapters  I  and  II. 

"JOHN  ELZEY  at  Manoakin  and  was  buried  at  his  Plantation  in  May  A.D.  166(U). 

"JOHN  ELZEY  married  (prior  to  1658)  SARAH  (whose  surname  is  unknown  and  had  by 
her  at  least  two  sons.  (1)  ARNOLD  ELZEY  married  Major  Waller;  and  (2)
